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Woman cries foul 
over father’s 
burned mouth

A Didsbury woman is looking for answers after a 
recent incident at a long-term care facility left her eld¬ 
erly father with chemical burns on his tongue. 

During a visit two weeks ago with her 97-year-old 
father, Robert Kerns, Rose Balcom soon noticed that 
something was wrong. 

Kerns was found to have chemical burns on his 
tongue and mouth, diagnosed by one doctor as an aller¬ 
gic reaction, then by another as a yeast infection. 

Finally, a visit to Peter Lougheed Centre in Calgary 
determined that the burns had been caused by a caustic- 
substance. 

“A lot of the lining in his mouth fell out. It was very 
painful and then he wasn’t able to eat properly," 
explains Balcom, who believes that the injuries were 
caused by a mix-up in denture products, which may 
have been improperly labelled. 

She notes that her father is still unable to eat and is 
concerned about the toll that the experience has taken 
on him. 

“Somebody at that age is very vulnerable and it 
affects not only his physical state, that affects his men¬ 
tal state as well and I constantly worry." 

The first thing that Balcom did after receiving the 
diagnosis was to contact Health Canada. 

Since then, she has had several conversations with 
health officials, and has sent them pictures of the prod¬ 
ucts that were used to aid in their ongoing investigation 
of the incident. 

“They’ve been quite good," Balcom says. 

She is also working with Alberta Health officials to 
examine the- possibility of abuse, which is defined by 
the 1998 Protection for Persons in Care Act as “inten¬ 
tionally causing bodily harm." 

Balcom says that before this event occurred, she had 
been very pleased with the care that her father was 
receiving. However, the recent mishap has shaken her 
faith in the extended-care facility. 

“The girls there are great, everything else," notes 
Balcom. “Now, since this has happened, I have a prob¬ 
lem with trust. I worry." 

She says that Kerns is recovering well after the ordeal 
- “every day he's come back a little bit more’ - and 
adds that she hopes the investigation’s findings will 
prevent similar incidents in the future. 

“We want to make sure my dad’s safe, and all the 
other residents everywhere are safe from having safe, 
innocuous denture products and the caustic ones, so 
that this can't happen." 

A spokesman for Alberta Health declined to comment 
on the investigation, citing legislation protecting 
pat ient privacy.

Council moving 
forward with 
lagoon upgrade 
funding request

Didsbury council is testing the waters with the province 
for its approval of upgrades to the town’s lagoon system. 

hist week, council agreed to request funding front the 
government to upgrade its lagoon wastewater treatment 
system to an aerated lagoon system. 

Alberta Environment turned down the town's bids for 
funds to assist in a feasibility study for a regional lagoon 
system earler t his summer. 

Efficiency and cost were cited for the funding denial. 

The town’s lagoon is htting maximum capacity sooner 
than what was anticipated. 

While council hasn't approved any specific project yet, 
councoillors are discussing upgrades that will include 
expanding existing cells to allow sufficient capacity as 
well as improving the quality of the Rosebud River with 
the aerated lagoon system. 

Council is seeking financial assistance from the Alberta 
Water/Wastewater Partnership as a 50/50 funding where 
the town will invest in the lagoon and would like the gov¬ 
ernment to match the amount equally. 

Mayor Brian Wittal says an upgrade project could cost 
between $15 million and $20 million depending on the 
degree of upgrades that are needed. 

Engineering studies would have to be done to deter¬ 
mine what the best course of action should be, if and 
when the project is approved and receives some funding. 

“There are a lot of applications for these funds so all we 
can do is hope the government deems our project to be of 
high enough importance to receive some funding to at 
least start the first phase of the project so that we can 
start moving forward with the much needed upgrades that 
are necessary,” says Wittal. 

Council hopes to find out early in 2(XK) whether funding 
has been approved and would like to see the project be 
completed over the next couple of years if it is approved.

Alberta Farm Recovery Plan 
(AFRP) II Cheque Requirements 

As part of the Alberta government's plan to assist the livestock industry, 
a second payment to producers will be available in early 2009. 

To receive the second payment, all livestock producers and feedlots 
should meet the following new requirements: 

Livestock producers - By January 1, 2009: 

• You will need to update your current Canadian Cattle Identification 
Agency (CCIA) premise identification information or apply for a new 
premise identification number if you don't have one. 

• A new application form will be mailed to you only if you received the 
first AFRP II payment. 

• The application will include a declaration and authorization for 
Agricultural Financial Services Corporation (AFSC) and Alberta 
Agriculture and Rural Development (ARD) to verify your information. 
Your information will be kept private and protected. 

Cow-calf producers - By January 1, 2009: 

• Age verify your 2008 calf crop by entering birth dates for all calves 
born in 2008 in the CCIA database. Additional assistance will be 
available to help you enter birth dates in the system. 

Feedlot operators - Starting January 1, 2009: 

• Beginning January 1, 2009, all feedlots will be required to record 
animals as they arrive and report cattle move-in information to 
the CCIA within seven days. 

• The CCIA tag number for each animal arriving and leaving the 
feedlot (not going to slaughter) must be reported to the CCIA 
within seven days. 

Forms will be available at all AFSC and ARD offices throughout

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Man regains hearing 
after August robbery

When Rick Burgess walks in to a 
room, he no longer has to read lips or 
hope the person he’s talking to is a loud 
speaker. 

That’s because on August 24 his vehi¬ 
cle was broken into and his hearing aids 
along with several other items were 
stolen and have never been found. 

Recently though, Burgess has been 
able to secure a new set and can now 
function as he did before the robbery. 

The stolen hearing aids, worth $(>,400, 
were only fitted within the past year 
through a workers’ compensation claim, 
but when they were stolen, Burgess was 
left with nothing to assist him with his 
hearing. 

“What can you do?” he said. “If some¬ 
one steals your car you don’t drive, if 
someone steals my hearing aids I don’t 
hear.” 

Compounding the problem further 
was that he couldn’t afford replace¬ 
ments and workers’ compensation 
wouldn’t replace them until 2012. 

Thus far his workbag has been recov¬ 
ered in Calgary, but his other belongings 
and hearing aids were not inside. 

Burgess and his wife moved to 
Carstairs from Victoria on August 1 and 
are in the process of renovating their 
home. 

He says the thieves also took a work- 
bag, work clothes, satellite antenna, glu¬ 
cose monitoring equipment, and GPS 
system. 

A second vehicle was also broken into 
and lose change was stolen. 

While Burgess says he was upset 
about the entire incident, he says every- 
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Rick Burgess had his hearing aids stolen. 

thing else can be replaced except for his 
hearing aids, something that has more 
than just material value to him. 

“Do you realize what you’ve taken, do 
you realize the devastation and extreme 
inconvenience you have caused by tak¬ 
ing these hearing aids and now how 
much world is being missed? I’m not 
hearing what’s going on," he said shortly 
after the incident.

Back to the polls 
same ol’, same ol’

Alberta Liberal party leader 
Kevin Taft recently made the 
audacious suggestion that 
inmates should be allowed to 
vote because “we want these 
people to reintegrate into society.” 

Don’t get me wrong. I am totally in favour of 
rehabilitative programs for those who are incar¬ 
cerated, especially those who are victims of 
addiction. Providing drug and alcohol treatment 
and job training allows convicts to emerge from 
the penal system better and more productive 
people than they were when they first entered. 

However, it is ludicrous to suggest that grant¬ 
ing the right to vote to an incarcerated murder¬ 
er w ill in any way prepare inmates for a return 
to normal life. 

Indeed, ‘normal life’ for 59 per cent of voting- 
eligible Albertans consists specifically of not 
going to the polls at all, according to statistics 
gathered during the most recent provincial elec¬ 
tion. 

Indeed, voter turnout during the March elec¬ 
tion that brought Stelmach into office was the 
lowest in Alberta history, at a paltry 41 per cent. 
Moreover, the premier received only 53 per cent 
of those votes. 

What this boils down to is that a scant one- 
fifth of Albertans voted in favour of the current 
Conservative provincial government. 

While the poor turnout is undeniably a traves¬ 
ty of democracy, apathetic citizens not choos¬ 
ing to vote is a far cry from extending that right 
to prisoners who have, through their actions, 
forfeited the opportunity to participate in 
choosing who represents them in government. 

In a civilized society, rights come with respon¬ 
sibilities. One of a person’s most fundamental 
obligations is to keep the peace and be of good 
behaviour. Those who fail to do so are pun¬ 
ished, and part of that punishment is that they 
must - for the safety and good of the public - 
forfeit many of their rights, including the vote. 

“I can’t see having someone that may be con¬ 
victed of beating somebody up or raping a 
woman and then giving them the right to vote,” 
Stelmach said in response to Taft’s suggestion. 
“That’s not the Alberta way.” 

1 agree with the premier, to a point. Although 
the premier is correct in saying that prisoners 
should be prohibited from voting, his statement 
also seems to imply that anyone who has com¬ 
mitted a crime at any point in his or her life 
must never be allowed to take part in another 
election. Ever. 

This goes too far. 

Once convicted individuals are released and 
deemed to have repaid their debt to society, 
they must also regain the right cast a ballot. 

Ultimately, isn’t that what justice and democ¬ 
racy are all about? 

That’s the real Alberta way.

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Didsbury Search and rescue centralize in Water Valley

Members of the Didsbury Search and 
Rescue organization are excited about a 
new storage centre being erected near 
Water Valley. 

The building will act as a storage facil¬ 
ity for equipment and supplies used dur¬ 
ing rescue operations. 

Peggy Wigton, secretary for the organ¬ 
ization, said the building has been in the 
works for three years as a way to consol¬ 
idate all equipment used by volunteer 
members, rather than storing different 
pieces at various residences. 

“The majority of our searches are 
(around Water Valley), so if a quad is 
over in Didsbury, that’s an hour away. If 
it’s in Water Valley we’re 15 miles from 


Burnt Timber," said Wigton. 

The storage centre will be built next to 
the existing Cremona Fire Mall on land 
being leased by Mountain View County 
at a reduced rate. 

The $58,000 facility was paid for 
entirely through donations and fundrais¬ 
ers and should be built by the end of 
October. 

Didsbury Search and Rescue is a local 
branch of a provincewide non-profit 
organization that gathers volunteers 
from across Alberta to assist the RCMP 
in searching for missing and lost per¬ 
sons. 

The local chapter has 23 members 
from across the county who meet once a 
month. 

Wigton said members were thrilled 
when the project got final approval and

TASTES 
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Vehicle thefts prompt police investigation

Carstairs residents are 
being asked to keep 
their vehicles locked 
and items secured fol¬ 
lowing a rash of vehicle 
thefts. 

Didsbury Rt’MP Sgt. 
Kevin O’Dwyer said the 
department is investigat¬ 
ing the matter after 
receiving complaints of 
numerous vehicles being 
stolen and abandoned 
either in town or in 


Calgary. 

“We’re trying to do 
research of all our previ¬ 
ous files to see if there 
is a correlation or link 
between any of them to 
see if anything is going 
on,” said O’Dwyer. 

Police believe that 
thieves are stealing the 
vehicles, using them to 
commit other crimes, 
and then abandoning 
them when finished. 

“A lot of times we find 
that the people that are 
committing the crimes 


are from the city and 
what they’re doing is 
coming from Calgary to 
small towns and going 
back to Calgary where 
they will abandon (the 
vehicle)." 

He added that most 
vehicles have been 
recovered within two 
days of being reported, 
but quite commonly are 
found damaged. 

In a recent incident, a 
Carstairs resident came 
home from a three-week 
vacation only to find a 


stolen vehicle parked in 
their driveway. 

As a result, the 
Didsbury detachment is 
working with Calgary 
City Police to investi¬ 
gate the matter. 

O’Dwyer said the jump 
in thefts appears to be 
localized to Carstairs, 
with no particular type 
of vehicle being target¬ 
ed. 

The vehicle thefts fol¬ 
low several complaints 
of home break-and- 
entries in town in the 


last few months. 
Homeowners have 

reported missing jewel¬ 
ry, money, passports and 
in one instance a safe, 
which was later recov¬ 
ered in Calgary. 

Disconcerting to one 
victim was that the 
home was entered and 
robbed during the early 
hours of the afternoon. 

O’Dwyer said the 
department is aware of 
the break-ins but empha¬ 
sized no link has been 
made between the home 
break-ins and stolen 
vehicles, but added 
there is always the pos¬ 
sibility. 

Furthermore, he com¬ 
mented that a lot of 
stolen vehicles and 
break-ins are the result 
of owners either not 
locking their vehicles, 
leaving spare keys in or 
around the exterior of 
the vehicle, and more 
commonly, leaving 


objects in plain sight. 

In the last few weeks, 
items ranging from GPS 
devices to iPods have 
been stolen. 

In one instance, a vehi¬ 
cle was stolen after the 
thief broke into an adja¬ 
cent truck and found 
keys to the other vehicle 
inside. 

“If you give someone 
the opportunity to com¬ 
mit a crime, to those 
inclined to do it, they 
will,” said O’Dwyer. 

He added that even 
protective devices such 
as steering wheel clubs 
might not be enough if 
owners neglect to lock 
doors and remove keys. 

“If they really want 
your car bad enough, it 
doesn’t matter what you 
do, they will steal it.” 

Residents are asked to 
stay vigilant and are 
urged to immediately 
report any suspicious 
activity to RC’MP.

With the 2008-200!) school year now underway, 
Didsbury parents and other caregivers are reminded 
of the importance of keeping students of all ages safe 
from internet crime. 

With computer use now widespread in all schools, 
and the internet an increasingly large part of the 
learning process in those schools, the need to be vigi¬ 
lant when it comes to such things as cyberbullying, 
child pornography and staking has never been greater. 

Chinook's Edge superintendent Jim Gibbons, a for¬ 
mer school principal, says while the internet is a use¬ 
ful tool, it can also lead to trouble. 

"Along with the benefits of this technology come 
some drawbacks that can threaten the safety of our 
children, including the existence of sexual predators 
on-line, cyberhulling and invasion of privacy," said 
Gibbons. 

"There are other on-line pitfalls to be aware of as 
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importance of 

well, including inaccurate information, viruses, fraud 
and scams." 

The Chinook’s Edge School Division has put out a 
number of helpful tips for parents and caregivers 
regarding internet safety, including the following: 

* Put your computer in a high traffic areas where 
you can monitor what your child is doing. 

* Teach your child how to get out of inappropriate 
websites. 

* Don’t overreact when you child encounters an 
inappropriate site. Praise them for telling you, and 
assist them in known how to exit from the site quick¬ 
ly. 

* Help you child understand what he or she sends 
on email should not be considered private, and that he 
or she needs to make sure the comments are appropri¬ 
ate. 

* Establish home computer safety rules including 
never giving out personal information or personal 
photos online. 

While some crimes are thankfully rarely seen in 
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internet safety 

rural communities - crimes such as the gang violence 
that has emerged in the larger cities - internet crime 
can and does occur in all communities, including in 
small towns like Carstairs. 

As such, knowing how to identify and counter inter¬ 
net crime is now a must for all parents and care¬ 
givers. 

"Good decision making holds the most promise for 
safety on the internet," said Gibbons. 

Obviously educators and school administrators in 
central Alberta take internet safety seriously and are 
working hard to keep students safe at school. 

As far as computer use outside the school environ¬ 
ment, it’s up to caregivers to do what it takes to pro¬ 
tect young people from what can be a dangerous part 
of the modern world. 

So with the school year just underway there’s no 
better time than the present for parents to take a few 
minutes to make sure Didsbury’s young people know 
about the dangers of internet crime. It will be time 
well spent.
